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Report of Schooi Committee. 


In compliance with the requirements of the laws of the state, [ herewith submit 
the annual Reportof our Public Schools, for the year ending March 1, 1881, 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR DISTRICT NO 1. 


To Henry C. Dearborn, Supt. of Schools for the Town of Ashland: 


Before the schools were commenced we found it absolutely necessary to es- 
tablish a fourth school to accommodate the scholars; this we have done to the best 
of our ability. 

We were immediately confronted with another difficulty. With what money 
we should have from the school fund we should not be able to have 30) weeks of 
school in the year. But the town kindly helped us ont of that trouble by voting to 
raise a small sum more than the law requires, thus enabling us to have 29 weeks of 
school. 


. 


SALARIES. 


It has been remarked that we pay our teachers too imtch; perhaps we do, but we 
engage good teachers as cheap as we can. It is true that teachers can be obtained 
at a less rate, but our policy has been. and will be, that it is better to have 2) 
weeks of good school, than 30 of an inferior quality. 


‘TEXT BOOKS. 


The classes in grammar were found to be somewhat deficient, especially in’ the 
higher grade, and upon examination it was evident that at least a part of the trou. 
ble was in the text book used; consequently we examined several others and fin 'ii- 
took out all of the old books and gave the scolars new ones at a trifling exp nee 
and we hope to see an improvement. 

“The new speller we consider better than the others; and it was a very go7+! 
bargain to get a new book for an old one. chs 

The geographies have been so improved of late that to have and old and new 

one in the same class was almost as bad as two different books. It was thought 
best to require all the scholars to have the latest edition. , 


TEACHERS. 


One of our best teachers for the preceding year we were unable to engage for 
another term and therefore were obliged to hire a new, teacher for the Higher 
Grammar School, who remained two terms and another was engaged for the win- 
ter term. Both teachers were well qualified for the position. More work might 
have been accomplished if the scholars had applied themselves more closely, reali- 
zing that they are young ladies and gentlemen and should behave as such. ‘The 
Grammar and Intermediate schools have done as much work as was expected and 


‘ have been well managed. Our Primary school teacher is doing a most excellent 


work. Here the foundation is being laid for the future success of our schools. 
We think we have the right teacher in the right place. 


GRADING. 


Unless there are certain standards to which each individual scholar must attain in 

proficiency before passing from one grade or class to another, there will be no 

graded schools. Having this in view the board have established a standard, (a 

very low one to be sure) to which each scholar is oLliged to attain by a thorough’ 
examinaiion before passing on to the next grade or class. This rule if strictly 

adhered to will surely result in an improvement in our Higher Grammar school.
